Wb must, in tht Ant pki* 
allude to a law which ha* existed in Tahiti, 
and alto, we believe, in lb* Sandwich 
Itltnds, that no foreigner il alio wad to 
lake up fail permanent residence unit** b* 
obtain permission from tfaa eonititated 
authorities. The object of tbia lam, 
enacted long before th* intrusion of tbt 
Botnish print*, ma to abate a naiaanet of 
n different kind, and to prevent the set- 
fitment of runaway convicts or sailora in 
theitlamis, to the detriment of*!! morality, 
and bad no prospective bearing uj oo tbt 
Jesuit*. In 1836, two Bomiah prieeta 
attempted to settle in Tshiti, and tha 
manner in which tbeat incendinriti saasJud 
into the country ii quit* characteristic. 
They did not land at the usual anchorage, 
but on the oppoaUt aid* el th* ialaud, 
'I'ii is proceeding being in contrarantwn of 
a long-Handing Law of th* ialaod, bj 
wind, no neater or commander of a vest*! 
i> allowed to land any passenger without a 
special permission from tha Queen and 
(ronrmon, the etraugtre wen desired to 
lean Lb* island ; and upon their obsliaat* 
nfuaa), they war* conveyed back to tfaatr 
v«sel, witbont Iht ilight^ injury to their 
person* or property. Now, in all Una, 
which w* ban quoted from th* organ of 
Ibe London Missionary Society, then wee 
certainly nothing tliat eould offend Franc* ; 
it wae precisely what the French govern- 
msnt would hare done, il an English Pre 
tettaot preacher had landed at Calais with- 
out ■ passport, and commenced leaching 
the inhabitants. Hera we roast interrupt 
our narrative fbr a moment, to offer a 
well-meant piece of rebuke to tbt dine- 
ton ol th* Loudon Missionary So- 
ciety, These reapected and benevolent 
persons must be in foil possession of all 
th* details at tha ease, and why do they 
injur* their cause by only dealing in gene- 
ral statement. ' What we require of 
tlsew, is, that they pofalkb a complete and 
minute etatement of every feet bearing 
upon the esse , If Moerenhout sold spirits,

They 
had come in a small schooner from Gam- 
bier's Island, wber* a Boreas Cstholis 
mission had been established, and after 
traversing the south - western side of 
Tahiti, proclaiming that tbey wen tbt 
cah teachers of the truth, and that th* 
Protestant missionaries wen fait* tat- 
cbert, (in proof of which they alleged th* 
astounding met of the latter being n«r- 
ried,) tbey wen received and accommo- 
dated in a cottage on the premise* of M. 
J. A. Moereubuut, America* Cod ml, a 
Belgian, we believe, by birth, and a Bonuta 
Catholic by profession. To tbia indi- 
vidual and to the two priests whom he 
took under hie protection, it wae in- 
timated by the Queen of Tahiti, who 
wae apprehensive of disquiet and dis- 
turbance from the character and 
ehiostioa* of the priests, that the latter 
moat leave the island by the schooner in 
which they had arrived ; and Moerenhout 
and th* priest* having refused obediense, 
tti^y wsre fur m i hft l w»tH i oopj 1 of oua 
of the Tahitisn lawa,^ euacted y«re be-

Disgrace is prtwreisive, and, fake virtue, 
idvance* gradually to perfection. Du 
Petit Thousrs arrived at Tahiti in August, 
1038) and in April, )AW, the French 
frigate VAtfmift. Captain La Place, 
risked the islands. 1'his ship had sus- 
tained some damage from sinking ou a 
coral reef, and nearly three months was 
occupied in it* repair. During all this 
time, the unsuspecting Tahiti an a afforded 
the moat geueroua end unsuspecting aid to 
tb* distressed crew. In return for tliia 
hospitality, Captaip La Place threatened 
to land with SOU men, and nbnignte the 
government, unless the law under which 
priest* wen excluded was repealed. The 
napless Tahitians had no alternative, and 
of course submitted ( and since then, 
Jesuits and runaway convicts may find an 
asylum in Tahiti. In the mean while, 
Motrenhout, now French Consul, like an 
obaetn* fowl, was busy at the work 
of demoralisation, inundating the 
unhappy land with floods of brandy. 
It it astonishing to cnntemplnte 
tbt want of tact and com man decency on 
tb* part of tbe French and their ecclesiaa- 
tw*l impostor*. In May, 18*2, the 
French ship of war i'^iiie, Captain 
Dubuset, visited the islands, and the para- 
ble of tb* wolf and the lamb was again 
exhibited. A short time previously, the 
captain of t French whiter hid been guilty 
of drunkenneai and riot, for which, aa in 
any civilized country, he waa put in con- 
finement. To punish a drunken rioter, 
touched French honour, and the poor 
Queen was subjected to the humiliation of 
beiug compelled to dismiss be r police Ibrce 
by order of Captain Dubuset. Abu, for 
French chivalry ! such things were enough 
to make th* gallant De Fob, if come to 
life again, ashamed of his country. 

W* must now come to the climax of 
these iniquities, and tbe crowning exploit 
of Du Petit Tfiouara ; and we may venture 
to assert, that th* odiosi combination of 
obscenity and falsehood, priestcraft and 
infidelity, hi a disgrace (o a nation calling 
itself civilised. But th* iniquities of Du 
Petit Tbooan were preceded by an tip. 
propriete prelude by the French Consul, 
Moerenhout. This person, some months 
before the arrival of the French Frigatr-, 
tad apparently in anticipation a f tk*! 
event, and when the Queen was ahient 
from th* island, endeavoured to prevail 
upon the thief* to sign a letter Surrender- 
ing th* sovereignty of Tahiti to Louis 
Philippe, The daceived chiefs afterwards 
declared that they were not aware of the 
consequences of tlti* act, and immediately 
retracted it on the representation of tbe 
other chief*. The Quren herself, iu 
latter* to the Queen of England and 
to tb* President of the United States, 
declared that ahe had been deceived by 
Moerenlwot, and that the hid taken no 
part in tb* act wbich went to deprive her 
of her sovereignly, and that she relied upr* 
the support of these friendly powers. Aher 
tbit fraud, Du Petit Thouan arrived in 
September, 1842) and we have now to 
retard acti which would have cashiered 
any English officer, and have permanently 
•spelled him from all correct and mornl 
society. For some days after the arrival 
of our bar-cancer, ill was quiet, and many 
professions of peace were made on the part 
of the French. The Quern and principal 
chiefs wars then requested to visit the 
frigate, that (he commander might 
hi* respect* to them j and of conn 

t understood tbit his visit wis of 
a friendly nature. The poor Queen, 
however, was in hourly expectation of her 
Intsnent, of which Du Petit Thouars 
■are to have taken unmanly advantage \ 
it will hereafter be teen, that under 
any circumstances, tbia officer wis no 
fttting sooieay for a modest woman. The 
mingled cowardice and meanness of what 
requires no comment. In the 
evening, tbt British and American consuls 
received in official document, stating tbe 
difference* that existed between the 
Tahitisn tad French govern menu, which 
would probably lead to hostilities i snd all 
Presmh, British, and American subjects 
were therefore warned to take means for 
securing their persons snd property. 

Before tha Quota or htr f fiends oould 
** ooaaaltad, or the dsy appointed bad ar- 
rived, tb* French admiral bad settled the 
affair by msavaa of fraud find falsehood, 
tonal to anything to be found in lb* me- 
moirs of his countrymen Vidacq. A 
secret meeting was hehf during tb* night, 
at which four chiefs attended, and a docu- 
ment was signed by th*.u resigning ths 
sovereignty of tbe island to the trench 
King. Next morning, the Queen waa re- 
q*ir*d to *%n thi* act of abdication within 
twenty-four hoar*, or to pay a tine of ten 
thousand dollars. But a sad experience 
had taught tb* islander, th* teniae power 
of Frassst, and bad rendered her very 
nam* odious sweat them. The queen 
dtwiared ah* would rather die than 
aw ks ar ih * to this swindling document ; 
and, sltbowgh in a situation whose 
isrimy would ban called for torn* for-

" The French commander sent an emia- 
aaryto the Queen, declaring that if the 
money wn not paid within twenty-four 
hours, he would bombard the island and' 
destroy everything. The Queen positively 
declared ahe would sooner di* trusting 
in God, than pty this extortion , md a 
council of theehiefawasheld to decide on tlie 
beat means of defence. The next morning, 
however, the French landed their manure, 
nnd demanded the immediate ratification 
of a treaty (if Her Majesty would oot pay 
the money) placing Otahki, with the 
whole nf the Society Island, under the 
Hoi-ditant protection of France. This the 
Quccd. by the force and menaces of French 
bayonet*, was reluctantly compelled to 
sign, amidst the beating of driimt and the 
Llieers of the marines and aailoTi, aa if il 
wis a voluntary act an the part ol the 
Queen and the chiefs, who were, snd are, 
all opposed to the treaty, and which his 
been extorted from them hy main force." 

No honest man can entertain a doubt as 
to the mode in which Tahiti was brought 
under tlie supremacy of France. It wns 
compulsory in the strident tense of the 
wont : and it it therefore with a feeling of 
humiliation that we have to refer to Ad- 
miral Du Petit Thouare'a official account 
uf the transaction. Nothing can better 
show the opinion of the French admirnl 
respecting his own conduct, than that he 
hss been obliged, in order to give a plausi- 
ble etatement of these mildeeds. to ill his 
Official report with falsehoods of (he most 
disgraceful nature. Wa must quote his 
awn word*:—" Ensuite des griefs, eL re* 
clamatinus dea noi nalicmaux « Olahiti, 
par la demand* d'une iDdemntte d* 10,01)0 
piastres fortes, reparation facile en rtjufi 
tieCrtboiifitttice de numeraire /Iein$w pHyx." 
We are informed, that in consequence of 
wrongs complained of by the French sub- 
jects residing in Tahiti, the sum of ten 
thousand dollars was demanded as an 
eaay compensation on account of the 
abundance of money iu the island. The 
only French resident* we lis re heard of iu 
in Tallin were Unerenhout and his priest*, 
As to any compliinta from that worthy, 
there it an antecedent probability of its 
mendacity : but, be thst aa it may, no 
complaint has ever yet been detailed. A* 
to the abundance of money in Tahiti, no 
man alive knows the falsehood of the 
statement better than the nun who made 
it. We will only advance the decisive 
evidence of thi* deliberately-made accusa- 
tion. In 1S3K, this identical Du Petit 
Thouan visited Tahiti, and demanded a 
fine of only two thousand dollars. The 
Queen we* loo poor to pay it, and the 
sum was advanced on her behalf by three 
English gentlemen, to avert the calamity 
of tlte islauds falling into tbt hands of the 
French. Wo shall just quote mother 
example of the veracity of this gcntliman. 
Speaking of the lubmisaiou bftht istind 
to the French, he adds, " Cett dt p(em 
grf at epwifajicWn/ eVe* i/t^ertimu;" 
that is, it was lurrendered willingly and 
cheerfully. But enough. 

Aa it it perfectly just snd proper that 
every detail sfauuld be given, ws fast* now 
to refer to another part of the admiral's 
conduct. One of the grievances expe- 
rienced by the French ship* visiting Tahiti 
was the obstruction* thrown in the way of 
tbek licentious punuita, W* will state 
ibis charge iu the word* of one of Du 
Petit Thouan' officers, in ■ letter in the 
Journal del Dibatt, from one who it de- 
scribed as an officer of the ftrriw HSum-hr, 

■ad *n Bjtt wifcuc-4 of the what* aeene . 

" The severity of the English missionaries 
is sometimes very inopportune, and they 
wen certainly tb* cause of our receiving 
the visits of several of the women ; for the 
admiral would not have permitted us to 
receive them on board if the miiiioruuie* 
had not ridiculously opposed. This is how 
it happened. The officers, who had 
landed the day after our arrival, had 
brought back with them three or four 
worn en toshowthemlhe vessel, and gratify 
them with muaic. In the evening, the 
officer* invited them to dinner, and only 
sent them back when they expressed a 
wish to that purpose, which was rather 
at a late hour. Tbe missionaries, having 
knitted of this, adventure, wanted to im- 
pose ■ fine upon the women far having 
gone to see the ship. On th* news of 
this there were great murmers on board 
the frigate. The ciroumtlincri were im- 
ported to the admiral, who gave orders 
that the Women might com* on board 
whenever they pleased. In the evening 
more than a hundred women came on 
bourd. From that dsy a crowd of women 
used to come at three o'clock to hear the 
music. The officera invited them to dine, 
aud in the evening they returned in their 
canoe a." We need not enter into any 
minute details respecting th* noctantol 
orgies and revolting debaucheries of Admi- 
ral Dn Petit Th outre and hit new. Suf- 
fice it to ssy, that tbe obstructing of them 
was one of the wrongs which led to the 
demands for compensation. If the admi- 
ral and hi* crew were not to b* regarded 
in the light of people engaged in aprend- 
ing the Romish faith, we should not hare 
alluded to this topic ; but si tbey were a 
a sort of orusaderi— 

Ilsnditti minn disturbing distant lauds, 
we may subjoin a few remarks. One gra- 
tifying circumstance is, that if matter of 
recrimination ia sought for, we ah all find 
no precedent for list conduct of the French 
admiral, employed in a mission of t reli- 
gious nature, and perfectly aware that the 
eye* of Europe would be directed toward* 
his l>ehariouT, It hat been the practice 
of tbt infidel and tbt Romanist to scoff 
at the efforts nf Christian philanthropists 
to tmcliorite tbt lot of their ignorant and 
barbarous fellow men ; aud hen we have 
an apt illustration of thi mod* in which 
the** parties conduct themselves in their 
efforts to spread piety and civilisa- 
tion. Middhnou's litter was far from »• 
hinsting the parallels between indent and 
modern Boman polytheism. The present 
history affords an instructive one. Licen- 
tiousness ind the real presence proceeded 
with equal steps, anditiM rite* of Paphos 
were identified with tbe progress of Po- 
pery. It remains only to be added, that 
ill these transections ban nut with the 
full approbation of Louis Philipp*, who 
ha* bestowed on the admiral ibe cross of 
tbt Legion of Honour. We would sug- 
gest, thtt in addition, he be created chief 
of the Arreoyi, tad tint back to Poly- 
nesia with a cargo of Jesuit*.

N'o one will he simple enough 
to believe tbnt piety nr religious motives 
actuated the French Government in these 
crusades ta tlie antipodes. We would as 
soon expect that the Religious Ti act So- 
ciety should pnhliah i cheap edition of 
Volney't Catechism. In tnct, it is purelv 
t political speculation, iu which any other 
form of religion would linve been employed 
as readily as tbe Ilomsn, provided it 
proved itself an ether rions instrument 1o 
bring about the ends sought for. We 
believe there are two ofjects mote particu- 
larly ainiej at, and also llint the furring of 
pneita end brandy on the tslintls of the 
Pacific is only a small part of a very com- 
prehentiive scheme. Une ofaject of this 
prppngatnllsm j, w bat mnyi.%e culled a 
dynastic one. We believe there is but 
little attachment tu the Orleans family in 
France, while it is viewed with 
rooted iversipn by thftt crem part 
nf the nr.tioii which calls itself liberal— 
and in tinlh, Louis Philippe occupies n 
lonely tusiiion more removed from the 
sympathies f bis people tlinri Louis tfae 
Higlitectnh and (Jlmrlrs tlie Tenth. At 
some parly is. better than urme, thtprejeut 
attempt ii tu olittiiri the adhesion of the 
priest party, and oT courje aloujt villi it 
the liienthhip of Rome and Vienna. In 
this point of view it is strunpjery instructive 
to take a retrospect ol tfae events in Frnuee 
since the reign of phatks the Truth. 
That unfortunate mnl most fupjlish jiiince 
was driven from his throne fur attempting 
a frnriioiL of what his utile successor bus 
sccompiished. No pit rt of tJliarlea's cou- 
duct wsi more unpopular than his devij. 
linn to in intolerant and bigoted priest- 
hood, snd vho could have believed that a 
few yenrs cintld a'-arrdy kmc elapsed be- 
fore bis successor hud trtinsplaoled to the 
Tuileries vigorous shonti of o5»ru™(isit, 
from Munich and Y,enria, 

This systeat of props p- i L , ells m is equal lv ac- 
tive in France its in Polyjietit, and i n the 
former courtry it chiefly manifests itself in 
hostility to the Protestants: and it is a 
ssd reflect i>n that the liberties of thitt 
most respettable part of thi nation were 
far safer and lirtttr respected under 
Charles tin Tenth than under Louis 
Philippe. Since tbe "three days," as 
they nre called, tfae condition of the Pro- 
testants has iceu considerably deteriorated; 
they havo men exposed to ceaseless an- 
noyances. A they wish to build a new 
place of were hip, every obat ruction is 
offered , nnd if they venture to meet for 
■ociil warship, they me fined or impri- 
soned!. One instrument of oppression his 
been in opiraitnu jincd 1834, A law 
limed nt pditical sssucistinns wa, then 
passed, aud one of its articles prohibited, 
under lb* iienslty dC fine and impri- 
sonment, (he association of more 
than twenty persons. Two judicious de- 
puties, MM. Rnp^r and Dubois, proposed 
that k clause thculd bo inserted excepting 
religious meetings. Itiitcnd of adopting 
this honest tod commen sense iitggestibn, 
M. Peiwil, tbt minister of justice, solemnly 
declared tfant the law did not relate to re- 
ligious meetings; hut the truth is, that 
ever since th* enactment came inlo force 
il hat been most unscrupulously employed 
puttiug down every Itinrl of Protr-stact re- 
ligion! association. Not only have the 
religious liberties of the Protestants been 
curtailed, but attempts have been made to 
alter the constitution of their churches, 
with the view of rencleriiip it nil but im- 
possible to erect new onrs. All tins is 
done by a Govern men t which sends men- 
fif-Vfav to tbe sutipedes under the iiretext 
of vindicating the rights of conscience. 

There is iTso a miller object to be gained 
by this pm|HiRandism, as we have sidled 
the whole affair is Inertly a political 
speculation { and indeed tliists ao far from 
being disavowed, is openly nnd baldly 
proclaimed. M. de Carue, a member nf 
the Chamber nf Deputies, snd a £?slout 
propagandist, informs us Clint, tlie niniii- 
tenince of Cithulic influence in the East 
is iniepsrsbly united to Lhe iwlacuce of 
France.

Thai this 
is a political rb well as a Uomfsh associa- 
tion is admitted fay ils friends aa well us 
its oppuneula; and nndcr this impartnnL 
fact some very serious consideraliona arise. 
A vast numher of missionaries are sent to 
the Mediterranean nnd to lhe East, and all 
of course sent from l'mnce, and of course 
so many political agents for ill it country. 
Sue fa beinp; the case, we would siiggeat to 
our generous but mistaken countrymen, 
whether it is in fvood taste, or rcnaistent 
with unsullied loyalty, to contribute tlong 
with t foreign guvcrnment fur purposes 
beyond the propagation tlf rcligijn. It it 
humiliating lo beguiled in (hii inntiner; 
tnd why do they, if they uisli to spread 
their fttth, not insist tint the directors of 
the pltn should reside iu Dublin, and 
thus place their loyally beyond suspicion ' 
The occnpsttnti of Tahiti is m event ol no 
politienlor coinaitrcial importance! nmore 
valueless colony can acurcely tic conceived. 
It is not so with tb* SanJwicli Islands 
tbey occupy a midway station between 
China aad America ; they afford an asylum 
to the fhuth Set whaler* aud vessels part- 
ing between Asia snd America. It is 
needless to say that their importance will 
rise yearly, in proportion as the Chun 
trade increases. The cccupstion of these 
islauds by I'm ue* would, in the event of 
war, give her great influence in tbe Pacific, 
it would be to her what the Mutirittus wai 
with with respect to the Indian Ocean- 
neat of privateers. Theguvcmnient of tlie 
United States are aware of the importance 
of th* subject, *ud we snspect tbsir efforts 
will rescue the eland wich Islands,

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" the unreserved exprestion of their opi- 
nions *nd wishes in respect to the 
judicial and oilier local institution* under 
which they may wish to be placed ; " and 
(hey are told that, with tbe exception of 
defraying the expenses for military pro- 
tection by the mother country, th* colony 
must, in every respect, support th* charge* 
for Eta local Buvernment." All this ii very 
well, so far as it goes, but inch vague ge- 
neralities will not make a prosperous 
colony snd contented settlers. Something 
more is wanted, nnd not only is that ume- 
Ifaing not indicated in ths official document 
from which we have rjuoled, but former 
pnsjsgrs i„ the history of the Colonial 
Office, and Sir George Napier, its present 
representative it the Cipe, render ut 
sceptical as to their being iware of what 
that something in. 

There are nt Natal the element*, if pro- 
perly managed, of a inoal prosperous aet- 
tlemtat. Many of the emigrant farmers 
arc persona of property I the colonial 
pnpera bare successively recorded th* fact* 
ol fanners of large properties letling; litem, 
and "ireklrio.jt" (their own phrase) away 
to Nttal. The money they took with 
them, na the proceeds 'of theae galea, waa 
very considerable. They hive since their 
settlement in the district evinced a con- 
siderable aptitude for colonitstion. They 
have established towns and villages, 
erected chnrchct, establislted general and 
local government! haled on the represen- 
tative principle ; they are all engaged in 
n^ricnltural pursuits, each having ob- 
tained iu allotment of land ore farm for 
that purpose. Lastly, it will be an easy 
matter, by jnst and judicious ntsnsgo- 
mrnt, to coucilintc their affections tnd 
keep them loyal subjects. The headlong, 
blind, and blundering rueddliug of offitiont 
humanity-mongers drove tbem into re- 
bellion i and if ihey who rebelled were of 
the Dutch nice, he it remembered, that 
both now and on the occasion nf former 
insurrections, the most loyal and efficient 
trailers of revolt have been also of Dutch 
itntage, 

Sir George Napier, in the minute which 
contain* the announcement of the inten- 
1 ions of Government with respect to Natal, 
intimates (hit three conditions will be 
exacted from the settler*. There ia lo he 
no distinct™ or disqualification among 
tbe colonists founded on colour, origin, 
language, or creed j there ia to be no ag- 
gression on the natives under any pie*, 
extsent under the immediate nuthority and 
orders of the (iovernment | there ia to he 
no slavery in miy ihepe, or under any 
modifications, These ire very just tnd 
humane condition!, but it waa th* en- 
forcing; of similar principle* lhat mainly 
occasioned the disaffection that led to the 
settlement of Natal. The best, tbe only 
security egiiust the recurrence of similar 
discontent and similar emigrations from 
.Vntal to lands yet unoccupied by Euro- 
peans, must he afforded by arrangements 
which ahull rescus the farmer* from that 
ncceastty which drove th*m to encroach 
upon tlie right* of the native*, and to 
employ tin re labour. Enable tha Dutch 
farmer to dispense with compulsory la- 
bour, and Lis native kindliness of diapo* 
■ition will come before Oortniment, with 
all its anxiety to protect the aboriginal 
rices. 

The rxtravigant liberality with which 
land was squandered away in the Cape 
colony, thi eiae with which landed pro- 
perty could be acquired, rendered it im- 
possible to obtain combined labour in tfae 
colony, excrut b< 
was 

natives. Titeemtncipitionof thi negroes, 
without any incisures having been adopted 
to supply the colony with free libour, 
drove the farmers to desnerttion, tnd 
hence the emigration lo Natal. The indo- 
lence and ignorance of the Colonial -office 
and their local authorities has led them to 
deny that the plan of retaining a certain 
of the population in the 



ditinn of hired labourers — by 
a " sufficient" price upon lands, 
by allotting at icsst a large proportion 
of the proceed I of the sale of 1 ions 
to the affording of free passage* to 
labouring emigrants— is practicable at the 
Cape. Tfae truth of tbt* allegation shall 
be inquired into on tome future eccaiion, 
but t here can be no question thst the plan 
ia practicable nt Natal. All that bat been 
promised to the settlers there is that they 
shall hereafter receive grunts of " inch an 
avea is her Majesty miy determine, aub- 
ject to auch fine or quit-rent asher Ma- 
jesty may sec tit to impose," of such lands 
at they hive l/ott/l fide held for twelve 
months previous to th* arrival of the Com- 
missioner sent to examine into the actual 
position of the tettlernent and sedlera. No 
grtnta or calea of land are to be made 
priidlog the signification of her Majesty 't 
pleasure on the subject. In short, every 
thing regarding the tenure of linded pro- 
perty, tad the disposal of waste lindi in 
the new colony of Natal, is a tttintla rata i 
there ia nothing to prevent the beat system 
respecting them being tdopted. Nor ii it 
liktlr that the settlers will be found to 
entertain any prejudice against the 
system of the sale of lands at a 
sufficient price, and tha application of the 
greater part of the proceeds to tha impor- 
ts linn of free labnnrert. In March, 1811, 
petitions were lorwarded from the Cap* of 
Good Hope, signed by upward* ot oo* 
thousand of tho priori;*! landowner* and 
other inhabitants, praying for the adoption 
of an improved system of disposal of crown 
lamte, and the appropriation of a large pro- 
portion of the proceed! to tbe pravldiog of 
free passage! fur labouring emigrants from 
Creat Britain to the colony. That tbia 
petition was not granted waa mainly owing 
to the supercilious and ignorant misrepre- 
sentations of Governor Nipier. Th* pita 
lie advanced is untenable in th* new settle- 
ment, and tbe petition he frustrated show* 
that no opposition is to be apprehended 
from the settlor!. It it said tbe Dutch 
farmers will object to tbe importation of 
English labourers, Ws do not believe 
that they will \ but if they do, then let 
tbem hire Dutoh labourer*. 

What ia required it the basis of Ibe 
future prosperity of Natal ia, thst no land 
shall be disposed of except for a " suffici- 
ent" print. By "auilicicnl" ia certainly 
not meant the Ml per acre which the 
Colonial authorities would malu the price 
in every colony wi thout reference to local 
circumstances, A " sufficient" price is 
one which, ou th* on* baud, capitalists 
would be willing to give for the land l and 
tthkh. un tha other, ii would rtuuirt taint

The petition of 1 EH 1 snow* that tbt farm- 
ers si resdy have t vague apprehension of 
the truth of this view. An intelligent 
commissioner lilt* Mr. Cleote, who speaks 
their language tnd understand! their pe- 
culiar views, if himtelf properly instructed 
in the theory of a aufbeitnt price, would 
easily obtain their assent to its being 
made a fundamental law of tha tohrey. 
And the ihrewd. calculating chancier of 
the Dutch intellect would soon arrive at 
what, under the peculiar ch-cumitaniwa of 
Nttal, would be a " sufficient" price, 
Time made secure of an adequate supply 
of free labour, the natural benevolence of 
the Dntch African Boer would resume 
its ascendancy undisputed, and the three 
condition* prescribed bjr Sir George 
Napier would be frankly accepted and 
honourably fulfilled. 

Such an arrangement as is here indicated 
is required to lay tbe permanent peas* and 
prosperity of th* settlement of Natal. It 
is indiapenaable, though atone it will not 
b* sufficient. The farmers must base t 
representative local government. Thty 
hare already all the etatnents nf such t 
local government, and to lake them twaj 
will necessarily create discontent. Their 
government must be independent of the 
Cap* intborieie*, and nave direct commu- 
nication with the Govtruntat at borne. 
The experience of St. Lucia, and other 
West Indian eofarniet similarly circunv 
•tinoed, shows how subject to injustice 
tnd miagovenunent the dependencies of 
dependencies must ever be. Lastly, no 
attempt must be mads to force upon tbe 
Natal settlers n pedantically exist imita- 
tion of Engliih law and law courts.

matter of eoniidlribla importance. AY 
ready then is t brisk tnd Browing trade 
between Cape Town tnd Natal. It will 
soon extend to Mauritius, Ceylon, tnd tbe 
Australian group of colonies. Nat si will 
be ta additional city of refuge for 
ahipwreeked seamen on tb* southern 
coast of Africa, Great Britain will be 
doubly benefitted : il wil have tb* lion's 
share of the gains of the new trade, snd 
additional security for th* safety of its 
bold mariner*. The Cape colony it may 
be remarked, will not benefit in economi- 
cal reaped* alone from tbt rise of Nttal. 
The inmate of Sir George Napier is ex- 
pressed in terms that render it impossible 
for the British Government to re fuss 
the new colony t represantative local 
government ; and what ia granted to that 
infant settlement cannot be much longer 
•rithhsld from the important eolony oftbt 
Ctpe.
